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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-8, drawn to a tie wire, classified in class 428, subclass 383. 

II. Claims 9-19, drawn to a method, classified in class 427, subclass 118+. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions Group I and Group II are related as process of making and product 
made. The inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) 
that the process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product 
or (2) that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different 
process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the product as claimed can be made 
by a materially different process such as spray coating the layers. 

During a telephone conversation with Mr. Wendell Harris on December 8, 2004 a 
provisional election was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of Group I, 
claims 1-8. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this 
Office action. Claims 9-19 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 
CFR 1 .142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

Specification 

The use of the trademarks such as "MICRO SAFE" and "AMICOR" has been 
noted in this application. It should be capitalized wherever it appears and be 
accompanied by the generic terminology. 
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Although the use of trademarks is permissible in patent applications, the 
proprietary nature of the marks should be respected and every effort made to prevent 
their use in any manner which might adversely affect their validity as trademarks. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

More specifically, claim 8 is indefinite because the language of "is operative to 
reduce slippage" is vague. It is not clear as to what is meant by "is operative". 
Moreover, this claim does not clearly set forth a positive recitation of a reduction in 
slippage. Accordingly, the metes and bounds for which patent protection is being 
sought are not clear. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Olson et al, 3,528,852 (Olson). 
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Olson teaches a coating adhered to the surface of a metal wire wherein the 
coating comprises a first and second plastic resin having different melt indices, per 
claim 1 . In addition, the coating is within the range contemplated by applicants in claim 
6. See Example 1 . 

Therefore, the prior art teachings of Olson anticipate the invention as claimed in 
present claims 1 and 6. 

Claims 1 and 6-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Hiraoka et al, 3,906,139 (Hiraoka). 

Hiraoka and McCarthy each teach a coating adhered to a surface of a metal wire, 
wherein the coating comprises a first and second plastic resin having different melt 
indices as required by claim 1. In addition, Hiraoka and McCarthy each teach that the 
coating has a thickness within applicants' range, per claim 6. See Hiraoka, column 7, 
lines 39-42. As to claim 7, Hiraoka teaches that the conductor can have a diameter of 
0.3 mm. Note Example 1 of Hiraoka. This teaching in combination with Hiraoka's 
coating thickness provides the examiner with a reason to believe that the resultant wire 
would have a diameter within the range contemplated by applicants in claim 7. In this 
regard, McCarthy teaches wire diameters within applicants' range. See Tables I and II. 

Accordingly, the teachings of Hiraoka and McCarthy would have anticipated the 
invention as claimed in present claims 1 and 6-7. 

Claim 3 is objected to under 37 CFR 1.75 as being a substantial duplicate of 
claim 2. When two claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close in 
content that they both cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is 
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proper after allowing one claim to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of 
the allowed claim. See MPEP § 706.03(k). 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 2 and 4-5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
